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Non-Tenured Teachers 
Facing Loss Of Jobs 


By Linda S. Corbett 


Andover’s non-tenured teachers are be- 
ing notified that they will not be rehired 
for next year pending finalization of the 
budget — which relies in turn on pending 
tax cap legislation. 

Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert told the school 
committee MOnday night that some 66 
non-tenured teachers are involved. 

State law requires that teachers be told 
by April 15 if they are not going to be hired 
for the following year. 

Business Manager Ed Maguire said that 
at this point, all tenured teachers will be 
rehired unless particular programs are 
eliminated in the interest of economics. 
Then, he said the administration would try 
to find spots for the those teachers 
elsewhere in the system. 

Maguire said that they are trying to ex- 
plain to people that there is ‘‘a great deal 
of uncertainty at the moment,” but that as 
soon as the budget is finalized, they will be 
sending contracts on to many of the non- 
tenured teachers. He said the number who 
would be rehired could range from 100 per- 
cent, with no tax cap, down to 50 or 60 per- 
cent, with a zero percent increase budget. 
Obviously, he said yesterday, a third-year 
teacher who has been doing a good job 
stands a better chance than someolne 
hired a month ago. (Teachers are con- 
sidered for tenure after three years. ) 

Seifert also noted Monday night that 10 
teacher positions have already been 
eliminated from next year’s budget, 
because of declining enrollments. Attri- 
tion will make up for some of those losses, 
he said, but added that some permanent 
Substitutes will have to go. 

In other personnel action Monday night, 
the school committee approved the hiring 
of Frances Rossetti of Methuen as a home 
tutor, at a salary of $10,000 a year; Debra

Seifert over his recent ‘‘all or nothing”’ 
opinion on the high schol project. 


Meanwhile, the building committee will 
meet tonight in Stowe School, to review 
site studies for a new East Jr. High and in 
all probability, select a plan. The 11 possi- 
ble locations of a new school at East were 
shown to the schol committee Mon- 
daynight. One of the two favérites puts a 
new building on the exact site of the pre- 
sent one, which would force junior high 
pupils to double sessions during the razing 
and construction. The second would 
placer the new school just behind Doherty 
school and the present junior high could be 
used during construction. 

The building committee has invited 
PTO’s to give their input at tonight’s 
meting. 

Seifert said this week that the school 
committee, in its effort to keep the price 
tag down to the $10 million estimate it 
presented to voters at last spring’s town 
meeting, lopped the 10-classroom addition 
from the high school,but approved a plan 
for an auditorium. 


Seifertr was reluctant all along to 
choose either classrooms or auditorium, 
and backed by school administrators, has 
now decided he can’t recommend a schol 
that’s ‘‘incomplte.’’ 

he called the present partial high school 
a “‘living monument to partial decisions.” 
He said that the town has lived with 60 per- 
cent of a high school for the past 12 years, 
and an auditorium would only bring it to 80 
percent completion, with a promise that 
sometime in the future the rest might 
follow. 

Furthermore, Seifert said, the 
classroom addition at the high schoool 
would have served some West Jr. High 
pupils, and dropping that addition leaves a 
need for seven additional classrooms at 
the junior high. 

He said the price tag for East and West 
combined would ber about $9 million. Ad- 
ding the total high school project brings it 
up to $15 million. 

Schoolchairman David Ahouse. said 
Monday night the school committee had 
three choices regarding the high school: 
cut out the auditorium to be consistent 
with Seifert’s recommendation, or add 
back the classrooms. 

He said it would do no good to bring the 
ed specs in line with the committee’s last 
decision — to delete classrooms but keep 
the auditorium — if that plan did not have 
the superintendent’s support.

Dr. James Kartell said this week he has 
asked the help of the American Civil 
Liberties Union in his attempt to gain total 
access to town police and dog warden’s 
records. 

“TI haven’t decided yet if I’ll take the 
town to court,’’ Kartell said, ‘‘I hope the 
ACLU will pursue it.”’ 

The Civil Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts said they will answer 
Kartell’s request in a few days. 


Kartell seeks photocopies of ‘‘all 
records, logs, field notes, diaries, etc.”’ 
concerning dog control for October, 
November and December 1978. 

The town gave him copies of only those 
records which pertain to complaints about 
his two black labrador retrievers’ 
violating the leash law. Names of com- 
plainants, locations of complaints and dog 
tag numbers were deleted. 


Kartell said the deletions were illegal, 
and he should, according to Massachusetts 
freedom of information laws, have access 
to complete town records. 

The state department of public records 
told the town to release dog tag numbers 
and the locations of complaints, but not 
the names of complainants. The town 
agreed to comply. ; 

Kartell said he has already learned the 
names through other sources, but he still 
wants the town to release them as a 
matter of principle. 

“The specific information has lost its 
relevance as it pertains to dogs,”’ he said, 
“but I do care about it as far as freedom of 
information goes.” 

Kartell originally asked for the informa- 
tion to prepare a defense against two sum- 
monses issued him by the dog warden. 


The summonses were later dismissed in 
Lawrence district court. Kartell said the 
summonses had no dog tag numbers and 
no descriptions of the dogs on them. 

Maureen O’Halloran, staff member 
handling the case for the department of 


- public records, said names of com- 


plainants do not have to be released. 


As an example, she cited a Lexington 
case in which the U. S. Supreme Court 
decided that police did not have to reveal 
the names of complainants. In that deci- 
sion, the court said names could be held as 
confidential to encourage citizens to make 
‘complaints about law violators. 

Town Manger Jared S. A. Clark said he, 
too, believes the names should be con- 
fidential.

School Board Previews 
Tax Cap Budget Cuts 


The school committee Monday night got 
a preview of ‘‘the kinds of things’ that 
could be cut if they have to prune back to a 
four percent, tax cap budget — and then 
vowed that upcoming school committee 
meetings, not the floor of town meeting, 
was the appropriate place for public input. 


The ‘examples’? presented by Supt. 
Kenneth R. Seifert, called ‘‘emotional’’ by 
some members of the audience, included 
cutting the athletic budget in half, cutting 
bus transportation back to the state 
minimum, cutting traditional alternative 
busing altogether, increasing the teacher- 
pupil ratio, dropping the Phillips 
Academy, gifted and talented, and outdoor 
education programs, and cutting back on 
the number of teacher aides. 


The committee is expected to set up a 
schedule for discussion of various items at 
its meeting Tuesday night, and Seifert 
said parents would also be notified of im- 
pending topics through their schools. 

The committee did not make a decision 
on what budgert approach it will take at 
town meeting, but the feeling Monday 
night seemed to be to go for the whole 
“ball of wax.”’ 

Seifert said he would recommend that 
they present their “responsible” 8.2 per- 
cent budget — which he says still 
represents a decrease in services from 
this year — in hopes of getting the 
necessary two-thirds vote to override a 
tax cap. 

If the town didn’t go for it, he said, then 
they could decrease the budget in stages 
until they did get an okay. 


The committee felt they should then be 
the ones to decide, armed with public in- 
put of preceding weeks, which specific 
items would stay and which would go — 
rather than leave the hockey forces to go 
to bat with the gifted and talented people, 
or the teacher-pupil ratio group to face off 
with aide supporters. 

The selectmen, on the other hand, have 
decided to start with a four percent tax 
cap budget, and then ask town meeting if 
it wants to add in other items, line by line. 

Seifert emphasized Monday night that it 
would be irresponsible of him to specify 
right now with tax cap legislation a few 
weeks off, what items should go or stay. 
The final cap could, he said, be two per- 
cent or six percent instead of four. Also 
still in question is the override, or safety 
valve, for communities that are willing to 
spend more. 

The items that came up Monday night as 
‘the kinds’’ of items that might go were: 


a. The Phillips Academy program for 
secondary school students, $8000. 


b. The Gifted and Talented prograin for 
Grades 4 to 9, $20,000. (This program now 
offers more than 200 students extra ex- 


posure to music, art, social studies and 
math). 

c. The outdoor education program for 
Grades 4 to 9, $3,000. (Most of the ex- 
penses for this program are already paid 
by the students; the $3,000 represents the 
cost of substitute teachers, and stipends 
for the teachers who go on the trips. 

d. Custodial assistance in the cafeterias, 
$36,000. (Three cusodians could be 
dropped if the cafeteria provided its own 
assistance, passing the costs on students 
by upping their school lunches). 

e. Cutback to the state busing minimum 
of one-and-a-half miles for elementary and 
one mile for secondary students, $104,000. 
(This figure, Seifert says, allows for some 
flexibility in areas where safety problems, 
such as no sidewalks, exist within the 
minimums. ) 

f. Transportation to the traditional 
program, (it would be provided by 
parents) $25,000. 

g. Athletic expenditures, $115,000. 
(Including the junior high athletic 
program, $51,168; assistant gymnastics 
coaches at the high school, $2,053; 
sophomore football, $396; sophomore 
basketball, $14,421; hockey, $13,000; in- 
door track, $5,885; tennis, $2,744; golf, $1,- 
480; volleyball, $1,623; skiing, $3,463; girls 
swim team, $1,643; wrestling, $2,160; 
athletic insurance, $3,600; third and fourth 
grade swim program, $3,500; special swim 
program, $10,355; and phys ed capital out- 
lay, $7,722). 

h. Reduction of aide time throughout the 
system by 10 percent, $30,000. 

i. Increase of the teacher/pupil ratio to 
23.1 in kindergarten; 25.1 in Grades 1 to 3; 
and 27:1 in Grades 4 to 12, $135,000 (four 
teacher salaries in the elementary level, 
five in the secondary level). 


Seifert said he could add others such as 
reduction of the number of teachers in 
elementary school libraries from six to 
three and reduction of reading specialists 
from six to three in place of these. 

He also noted that the one basic assump- 
tion he was going on was that the basic 
academic programs that affect the ma- 
jority of students on a daily basis, would 
not be touched before other areas had been 
exhausted. 

Colmmitteeman Casimir Kolaski noted 
that a cap of four percent would reduce 
the ‘‘quality, diversity and freedom of 
choice that make this a fine educational 
system.’’ He said he would hope that a 
two-thirds majority would like to see the 
quality of the system maintained. 

Elaine Viehmann added that 8.2 budget 
was already ‘‘close to the bone,”’ and call- 
ed a four percent budget ‘‘an im- 
possibility.”’ 

‘“‘Andover has come to expect more than 
it really wants to pay for,’’ she went on, 
but to cut these things ‘‘would be 
terrible.”’ 

Committeeman Joseph Finn said that in

State Preps Machinery > 
For Town Revaluation 


The state Department of Revenue, 
assured by the attorney general that the 
Supreme Judicial Court will rule to allow 
them to do so, is ‘‘preparing the 
machinery” to impose a property revalua- 
tion program on Andover and bill it to An- 
dover’s cherry sheet allotment this year. 

“Ag soon as the court makes a deter- 
mination, we’ll be ready to go ahead,”’ 
Jane H. Malme, council for the depart- 
ment of revenue and director of uniform 
assessment said. 

“We expect the decision before the 
cherry sheets go out,” she said. 

Andover is one of 13 towns and cities 
whose citizens have refused to fund 
revaluation programs approved by the 
state. State law, backed by the Sudbury 
decision, requires that all cities and towns 
reassess their property at 100 percent of 
fair market value. 

The state is now in court seeking a deci- 
sion which would allow it to impose 
revaluation programs on “recalcitrant 
communities.” 

The court is scheduled to hear 
arguments about the facts in the case 
from the 13 towns and cities on March 28. 
Once that process is over, the court can 
make its decision based on the merits of 
the law. 

If town meeting this spring does not vote 
to carry out its own revaluation program, 
it may never get another chance. Malme 
said once the court decides in favor of the 
state, a private firm could be hired and in 
the community reassessing within 
months. 

“The state will determine what needs to 
be done to achieve full and fair cash 
valuation,’’ Malme said. 

The program the state chooses may be 
similar to the one proposed by the An- 
dover board of assessors four years ago, 
she said. 

In 1976, when that program was voted 
down for the first of three times at town 
meetings, the price tag on it was $135,000. 
Now, according to Assessor William H. 
Russell, bids on the job are coming in at 
$200,000. 

Malme said she could not say what the 
state would charge. 

The board of asessors urged selectmen 
Monday night to hire a firm to reassess

the property in Andover as suggested by 
the 1975 revaluation proposal. 

This program would call for on-site in- 
spection of all properties in Andover for 
the purpose of revaluating it. 

Factors which would be considered in 
the revaluation include ‘neighborhood 
areas, styles of architecture, and other 
construction variables to analyze the fluc- 
tuating conditions of the market.”’ 

Russell said the reassessment could be 
updated periodically, with the help of the 
town computer, to keep properties assess- 
ed at 100 percent of fair market value. 

‘This is something we are not able to do 
today,” he said. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore said that 
other communities had submitted to the 
state ‘less specific and comprehensive’”’ 
plans for revaluation and had them ap- 
proved. She asked why Andover could not 
now cut back on the thoroughness of their 
program, and so revalue more cheaply. 

Russell said once a town or city had a 
plan approved, the state would not allow 
them to cut back on it. 

Selectman James Abramson, opposed to 
revaluation, asked ‘“‘why are we required 
to do it one way and other cities won't 
have to?”’ 

Phillips B. Marsden, Jr., member of the 
board of assessors said, ‘‘We are an exam- 
ple to the state, and we think this way is 
right.” 

Abramson asked, ‘‘if the town wants it, 
why do they keep voting it down?” 

‘The more delay, the more problems it 
will cause us, the town and the tax- 
payers,’’ Marsden responded. 

“We consider that the cheapest way is 
not always the most economical way,’’ A. 
D. Maclaren, chairman of the board of 
assessors, said. 

“Tf we do this initial input,’ Mclaren 
said, ‘‘it will be cheaper in the future for 
revaluation.”’ 

Abramsoln said he is opposed to 
revaluation for three reasons. 

In many cases, he said, revaluation 
would raise the property taxes of older 
citizens on fixed incomes who no longer 
have children in the public schools. 

The townspeople want to control the 
town’s growth, he said, and revaluation 
would make property taxes on newer 


homes drop, attracting persons to move in 
at a faster rate. 

He said only 10 percent of the property 
tax bills would change by $200 or more. He 
could not see spending $200,000 on 
reassessment which would only change 
“‘significantly’’ the taxes of 10 percent of 
the taxpayers. 

Russell said he knew of no statistics 
which support Abramson’s ‘‘assumptions’’ 
about revaluation.

At Gillette 


Sales and consolidated net income of 
The Gillette Company for the year 1978 
and the fourth quarter advanced, Colman 
M. Mockler, Jr., chairman and chief ex- 
ecutive officer, said today as the company 
announced its preliminary unaudited 
results. 

Sales for the year were $1,710,471,000, an 
increase of 8% over the $1,587,209,000 of 
1977. Pretax income was $172,364,000, up 
9% from $158,820,000 in 1977. Consolidated 
net income was $94,564,000, up 10% from 
$79,720,000 a year earlier. Earnings per 
share were $3.14, compared with $2,65 the 
year before. 

Sales for the fourth quarter were $468,- 
085,000, an increase of 13% over the $413,- 
535,000 in the same period in 1977. Pretax 
income was $41,076,000, up 13% from $36,- 
421,000 a year earlier. Consolidated net in- 
come was $23,606,000, an increase of 25% 
from $18,812,000 in 1977. Earnings per 
share were $.78, compared with $.63 the 
year before. 

Consolidated net income for the year 
and the quarter reflect lower exchange 
losses and reduced net interest expense. 
The effective tax rate was lower for both 
the year and the final quarter.

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Candidates View Issues 
Students Getting Fair Shake 


School Board 


Andover youngsters are getting a pretty 
fair shake educationally, the school com- 
mittee candidates testified during the 
League of Women Voters’ Candidate’s 
Night Tuesday. 

But, they brought up some areas of con- 
cern: disruptive behavior by a minority of 
students, lack of guidance for the 
‘average’ child and some program needs, 
particularly in the area of social studies. 

Candidates Joseph Finn, John Eaton and 
Edward Kaufman who are vying for one 
three-year seat, were the last to face the 
audience during the traditional pre- 
election event at West Elementary School. 
The six selectmen candidates had led off 
the evening (see story below). Introduced 
by League President Joyce Robinsoln, but 
not given the floor, were three unopposed, 
incumbent candidates: James Doherty for 
town moderator; Thomas Wallace, An- 
dover Housing Authority and James 
Booth, Regional Vocational School Board. 


Incumbent Finn drew the first go at the 
League’s question, ‘‘Are average 
youngsters lost in the Andover school 
system.” 

Academically,’ he said, the students 
are getting ‘more than a fair shake.” 
They consistently score above state and 
national norms on standardized tests, he 
said, and an average pupil from another 
system would have to take a running jump 
to be average here. 

Socially, however, Finn said most An- 
dover pupils are not always getting a fair 
deal, because of a ‘‘disproportionate 
share’ of students accused of rowdiness, 
smoking on buses, vandalism and general 
disruptive behavior in the schools. 


He said the administration spends an in- 
ordinate share of time with the few who 
cause trouble, and that the ‘‘good kids who 
buy the social contract’”’ are the ones who 
suffer the cafeteria antics of a few, and 
who have to get passed to be in the halls. 

He said a higher drinking age will be an 
improvement, but will not help solve the 
drug problem. 

The average student gets a fair shake 
only ‘‘sometimes”’ in the social sphere, he 
concluded, ‘‘a far cry from a resounding 
‘yes’ academically,” and he asked for an 
administrative crackdown on the 
troublemakers. 

John Eaton maintained that while pupils 
with learning problems are offered special 
classes and Chapter 766, and while top 
students have an enrichment program, he 
didn’t feel the average child was being left 
out either. In fact, he said, many people 
are moving to Andover to take advantage 
of this system. 

He maintained that the child of the con- 
cerned parent is the one who gets the 
attention, whether high, medium or low in 
ability. 

“Only if there is no parental push,” he 
said, ‘“‘do they get lost.” 

One area of concern to him was 
guidance, because ‘‘the average child does 
not seek out the guidance people and the 
guidance people do not seek out the 
average child. ‘‘He said they are forced to 
spend more time with the problem people, 
and tend to go overboard with the gifted 
pupils. 

He said he wanted to delve into the 
guidance activity, so it will be available to 
assist all who are interested. 

Kaufman felt the curriculum offers a 


challenging and ‘‘to a certain extent in- 
dividualized’’ program to all pupils. 
However, quoting from recent program 
reviews presented by the administration, 
he pointed up some areas that need cor- 
rected or, hesaid, ‘‘the average child will 
be lost.”’ 

He said that according to the report, 
there appears to be no coordination from 
building to building and from elementary 
to junior high schools. The report said lit- 
tle time is available in some elementary 
schools for science, and that the elemen- 
tary social studies program seems 
sometiomes to be cast aside in deference 
to language arts and math. 

He said the needed improvement are not 
necessarily cost items and that most can 
only be carried out by the school com- 
mittee setting its priorities and following 
through. 


Equal Quality 


Eaton cited redistricting as one of the 
possibilities to even up quality in a system 
where enrollments vary greatly from 
school to school, and Kaufman said he 
wanted to guarantee students equal oppor- 
tunity ‘‘and that does not mean 28 to 30 
students in one class and 15 to 17 in 
another.”’ 

Finn said that jumping to redistrict can 
be an oversimplification of the problem. 

It has to be a long-range solution, he 
said, because it’s unfair to move a child to 
one school one year and move him back 
the next. } 

Finn said that multi-grade classrooms 
was one way of overcoming a student ratio 
problem, and that Supt. Kenneth R. 
Seifert feels it’s an academically sound 


approach. However, he said he felt more 
input was needed from parents on the sub- 
ject. 

Eaton said most of the reaction he’s 
been gettirg to mixed grades has been 
negative, but agreed more input is needed. 
Kaurman gave a definite ‘‘no’’ to mixed 
grades. ‘I don’t think it’s educationally 
sound,” he said. 

As for what to do about East Jr. High, 
Finn said he was waiting for all the figures 
to come in to make up his mind, but that 
he would take a stand prior to town 
meeting. 

He did say the present building is in 
‘deplorable physical shape’ because the 
town has not taken good care of it over the 
years, and said that in order to get state 
funding, major reconstruction would be 
necessary to bring it up to state standards. 

Eaton on the other hand called East ‘‘a 
lovely building’’ that he’d like to see stay. 
‘“‘My feeling is that we can renovate it 
ourselves and to heck with the state,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We should fix itup as we want it, he 
said, and not be obligated any more to the 
state. 

Kaufman objected to the ‘‘multiple 
guess”’ warrant article offering the town a 
variety of building projects. He said it was 
up to the school committee to come out 
with a firm recommendation, and said he 
felt additional classroom are needed at the 
high school. 

Asked how many school meetings they 
had attended, Eaton replied that had he 
had been a ‘‘regular’”’ since beginning of 
the year, and had attended on many given 
occasions over the past 10 years. Kaufman 
said he had been going since he decided in 
February to run. 


Selectmen: Tax Cap Up To Voters 


Selectman candidates Tuesday night 
generally side-stepped the question put to 
them by the League — where they’d begin 
to cut town services to get down to a tax 
cap budget — preferring instead to pass 
that decision on to the voters at town 
meeting. 

There was a general lack of other issues 
among the 100-or-so residents who turned 
out for the traditional look at the can- 
didates, though they did touch briefly on 
binding arbitration and regional 
programs. 

The two candidates facing off for the 
single one-year term, Lawrence Sullivan 
and Thomas Stark, were flanked on the 
dias by the four seeking two full terms on 
the board: Nicholas Rizzo, Philip 
Salamone, incumbent Susan Poore and 
Norma Gammon. 

Dr. Rizzo drew the first crack at the 
League’s question, stating his priority of 
preserving a ‘‘a sense of security and 
public safety.’’ Anything that preserves 
the common good, such as police protec- 
tion, water or sewage, should not be touch- 
ed, he said. 

Then, he said, he’d take a good look at 
‘‘those departments that make up 37 to 75 
percent of the budget,’ with an eye 
toward curbing taxes. In his 16 years as an 
Andover homeowner, he said, he’s seen an 
eight-fold increase in property tax. 

‘Former boards have done something 
wrong,’ he went on. ‘‘Pretty soon, An- 
dover will be only highly successful 
businessmen, professionals and those with 
established wealth. 

Salamone drew the second slot, claim- 


meeting with the option to override the 


cap. To him, he said ‘‘it’s a question of es- 
sential versus non-essential services,” 
with police and fire protection in the 
latter, category but he asked what about 
services the town shares with other agen- 
cies, such as homecare. A worker comes 
twice a week to help elderly woman on 
Frye Circle maintain her apartment, he 
said. If that service were cut, he said, she 
couldn’t take care of her place alone and 
would have to go to a home. 

“That’s not a police or fire cost, 
Salamone said, ‘‘but I think it’s essential.’ 

He said the problems would have to be 
studied across the board, item by item. 

Sullivan said the Finance Committee, of 
which is he is a member, had cut $221,000 
from the Selectmen’s already austere, 5 
percent budget, and if the cuts are adopted 
by town meeting, it will bring the increase 
down to 2% percent, or well within a cap. 

‘“‘We have long had the best tax cap in- 
strument in the world, he said, ‘‘and that’s 
Town Meeting.” 

He also suggested better management, 
higher level of productivity and an in- 
crease in morale. 

Stark said he wouldn’t state specific 
areas to cut until he knows better what the 
tax cap is going to be. 

A member of the Solid Waste Com- 
mittee, he noted that recycling is one area 
that has been mentioned for cutting. But 
recycling, he said, saves the twon $10 to 
$12,000 a year. He said he would also 
suggest a close look at consolidating the 
town’s computer needs. 

Mrs. Poore said that programs are often 
a first target for cutting because they can 


and said they should look at such areas as 


overtime and office equipment. She said 
the selectmen had debated the recycling 
program but so far had said ‘‘no”’ to drop- 
ping it. She also said she hoped the schools 
will attempt to approach a tax cap on their 
end of the budget, or the Selectmen will be 
severely hampered. 

“Tt all boils down,’’ she said, ‘‘to an ex- 
ercise in creative thinking.” 

Mrs. Gammon supported a tax cap in 
theory, but opposed being forced to cut 
some areas cutting in some areas that 
would be ‘‘penny wise and pound foolish’. 
She, for instance, she said replacement 
equipment, road resurfacing and sidewalk 
repairs, recycling and police and fire per- 
sonnel had been mentioned by selectmen 
as possible cuts. ‘“‘But some of those 
cuts,’”’ she said, ‘‘will only compound our 
problems.”’ 

She said East Jr. High was a good exam- 
ple of what happens when maintenance is 
delayed. She said she would carefully 
scrutinize the areas of user fees for the 
recreation department, building and elec- 
trical permits and others, as possible 
sources of income. 


‘Binding Arbitration 


Responding to questions from the floor, 
the candidates were generally opposed to 
state-mandated binding arbitration, in 
favor of updating a comprehensive growth 
plan, and in favor of approaching regional 
programs — but with caution, 

Rizzo said binding arbitration has 
literally wrecked city governments in 
other areas, and that it should be an issue 
to be settled within the town, not at the 
state level..Mrs, Poore agreed it ‘has, not , 
been ‘a’.goou ‘mechahism,” ‘and ‘Salamone’ 
echoed that it was not working the way it 


was intended, but that it was a ‘‘safety 
valve’’ because ‘‘you don’t want strikes by 
uniformed employees.’’ 

Sullivan noted that the town doesn’t 
necessarily have to reach the binding ar- 
bitration stage, and that agreements can 
still be reached beforehand. He suggested 
a return to ‘‘air out the mutual respect’’ 
that once allowed both sides to bargain 
fairly ‘‘instead of with fear or unhealthy 
hatred.’’ Stark also was opposed, and Mrs. 
Gammon called it ‘‘one of the biggest 
sources of spiraling inflation.”’ 

Asked if the town should be looking at 
regional answers to economic woes, noted 
that some regional projects, such as the 
Lawrence treatment plant, have merit, 
but that they have to be considered 
carefully. The Merrimack Valley Transit 
Authority may be a good buy, he said, but 


the town needs to know what it will cost in 


coming years. 

Stark said one of the problems of 
regionalization is the overall coordination. 
He said a proposed solid waste disposal 
plant for Andover has been in the talking 
stage for three years, but that it has been 
‘next to impossible’ to get the fifty com- 
munities and towns involved to act. 

Mrs. Poore took issue with a statement 
that there was little the selectmen can do 
to trim the budget. The finance committee 
and selectmen can make recommen- 
dations, she said, but the final say is town 
meeting’s. 

Mrs. Gammon suggested working with 
State Rep. Gerald Cohen ‘‘to get into 
Boston and release some funds’’ to help 
local communities, but Rizzo objected to

To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Younr Board of Selectmen has become 
increasingly concerned over the apparent 
lack of interest in their municipal govern- 
ment displayed by the voters of the Town 
of Andover. 

There are at this time 15,645 registered 
voters in the town out of a total population 
of some 27,000 people. This proportion is 
probably quite good. However, of those 
voters only 2,828 turned out for the town 
elections in March, 1978. This represents 
an 18% turnout. 

On the first night of the Annual Town 
Meeting at the East Junior High School 
Auditorium in April, 1978, 1,297 voters 
were admitted. This represents a propor- 
tion of 8% of the registered voters. At the 
Special Town Meeting held the following 
October, only 726 were admitted the first 
night, a ratio of 5%. These figures repre- 
sent a very poor justification of home rule 
in a form of government referred to as 
“participatory democracy.” 

Much attention is being paid these days 
to the matter of property taxes and the 
new governor was elected on a platform 
which included a promise to reduce 
property taxes within the state by some 
$500 million. And yet, the level of property 
taxes is determined in major part by the 
annual budget of the town which is ap- 
proved by those voters who have sufficient

KolaskiTo Vacate 
School Board Seat 


While Chairman David R. Ahouse wield- 
ed the gavel for his last schoel committee 
meeting Monday night, word — came that 
another incumbent is also stepping down. 

During the communications portion of 
the agenda, Casimir Kolaski made the 
‘“‘sad’”” announcement that he will be 
resigning soon. 

Kolaski has been made director of HUD 
(federal Department of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development) for the State of Rhode 
Island, and is starting his job in 
Providence today. He said he expects he 
will be leaving the school committee 
within the month. 

Kolaski’s promotion and impending 
move come took late for his seat to be fill- 
ed in Monday’s election. The selectmen 
and school committee will subsequently 
appoint someone to fill the remaining year 
of his three-year term. 

Kolaski made his announcement Mon- 
day because, he said, it would be the last 
time ‘‘the five us of us’’ will be together 
and he said the last two years had been 
rewarding ‘‘on an educational and per- 
sonal level.’’ 

Kolaski first ran for the committee 
three years ago, and was defeated by 
Committeeman Joe Finn, who now seeks 
reelection. Kolaski ran successfully the 
following year. 

At the end of the meeting, Ahouse, who 
has characteristically resorted to charts 
and graphs on the overhead projector dur- 
ing his four years on the committee, 
returned to the projector for one last time 
Monday, with a few reminders of his 
tenure.

Computer Timetable 
OK Seifert Says 


Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert Monday night 


took issue with published comments by 
other town officials that the school depart- 
ment is holding up the computer works.

Approximately 75 percent of 
the application. Walsh mentioned that ex- 
Golvernor Dukakis called for applications 
for elderly housing on January 25, 1978. At 
that time it was known that 100 million 
dollars would be distributed in three (3) 
rounds of funding. The Andover Housing 
Authority was unsuccessful in the first two 
rounds of funding but was selected in third 
round which occured last December. 
Walsh indicated that the Commissioners 
of the Authority spent the last nine months 
of 1978 following up on the application. 


The present members of the Housing 
Authority represent a total of 75 years of 
service to the community. At the annual 
meeting last April the following officers 
were elected: chairman, Winstoln A. 
Blake, vice chairman, Thomas P. Eldred, 
treasurer, Thomas R. Wallace, assistant 
treasurer, Atty. Richard A. Savrann and 
assistant secretary, Mary Jane Powell. 


State Representative Gerald Cohen, who 
also assisted the local housing authority 
with its application said the award to An- 
dover was ‘‘a realization by the State 
Department of Community Affairs that 
the housing needs of the elderly in most of 
the smaller communities demands more 
attention by the Department of Com- 
munities and Development.’’ Represen- 
tative Cohen said ‘‘that public housing in 
the smaller communities is one of the very 
best programs run by the Commonwealth. 


When constructed the new development 
will be the fourth elderly housing project 
in the town of Andover. There are present- 
ly 40 units in Chestnut Court, 40 units in 
Grandview Terrace and a 96 unit develop- 
ment at Frye Circle. 

There will be no direct cost to the town 
for the construction of the units but it is 
hoped that the town will assist by fur- 
nishing the usual municipal services as 
well as license permits and water and 
sewer connections. 


It is expected that the award from the 
State will be in the vicinity of 1.9 million 
dollars. 

On Jan. 10, the Andover Housing 
Authority also received a $97,500 grant to 
convert four units in Chestnut Court to 
apartments for the Handicapped. 


Construction or the rehabilitation of for- 
ty units is not expected to start until the 
Spring of 1980. The executive director es- 
timated that it will take six months to pick 
a site, develop plans and architectual 
drawings, and go through the necessary 
bidding procedures. Construction may 
take another year. It is expected that four 
units will be reserved for the Han- 
dicapped. The remaining thirty-six units 
will be available to eligible applicants 65- 
years-of-age or over. Applicants must 
have an adjusted income not to exceed $6,- 
000 for an individual and $6,300 for a cou- 
ple. Assets must not exceed $10,000, 


Walsh hinted that the Authority 
members would like to be able to obtain 
the Bradley School in Ballardvale that has 
been closed for many many years. This 
potential site would be ideal for about 20 
units and hopefully the other 20 units 
would be in town; close to food shopping 
and a diversity of retail outlets. Public 
transportation should be within easy walk- 
ing distance. Suitable means of transpor- 
tation should be available to religious ac- 
tivities, health facilities, public services 


and other facilities necessary to fhe’,’,

Monday’s Election 


A rather ominous cloud hangs over the annual town 
election set for Monday, namely the sudden displeasure 
of having to go to a single voting place. 

The candidates involved in contested offices have con- 
ducted an active campaign these past several weeks. 

But, they have been hearing not so much about 
qualifications for the office they seek, but rather the 
change to the single polling place and the accompanying 
note that voters don’t intend to exercise their franchise. 

A year ago, with only a single contest on the ballot, we 
noted the fear that the turnout would be low — a predic- 
tion which was borne out at the polls. 

This year the fear is even greater concerning the 
potential low voter turnout. 

There is the single polling place — Andover High 
School — to be used for the first time in an Andover 
election. 

Although it has been mentioned before, it bears 
repeating, that residents of the community had ample 
advance warning of the impending change from the 
former eight neighborhood polling places to the single 
location. 

Principle reason was to provide some savings to the 
town since at least three polling locations needed con- 
siderable work to make them accessible to the han- 
dicapped. 

Selectmen, before acting on the recommendation of 
Town Clerk Elden R. Salter, asked for public comment, 
delayed the final decision a few weeks, then, after hear- 


~ 


ing little if any complaint, approved the High school 
gym as the single voting location. 

The decision does represent a major change in the 
voting habits of Andover residents. Change is often 
resisted principally because it alters traditional con- 
venience. 

We would suggest that to stay away from the polls on 
Monday simply because of the change is to do a disser- 
vice to those who have offered themselves to publc ser- 
vice. 


Those elected Monday will be contributing their ef- 
forts toward guiding Andover through some important 
decisions in the coming months and years. 

The candidates have spent the past several weeks 
gulping coffee, shaking hands, meeting the public and 
attempting to convince the voters of their desire to 
serve Andover. They have discussed issues, and asked 
for voter consideration. 

Monday, they should be accorded a good Andover 
response. 


Rather than endorsing the candidacies of those seek- 
ing to serve the community, the TOWNSMAN urges 
that voters of Andover cast aside the dislike for a single 
polling place and make the little extra effort on Monday 
and cast their ballots. Following through on par- 
ticipating in the Democratic process is far better than 
protesting a polling place decision by staying away on 
election day. P

Palestinian Plots: Presi- 
dent Carter’s wanderings 
in the Middle East kept 
security experts holding 
their breath. 

It is no secret that the 
Palestinian extremists be- 
lieve in the politics of 
assassination. Over the 
past decade, intelligence 
reports have told of Pales- 
tinian plots against most of 
the moderate leaders of 
the Middle East. 

The most dramatic was 
uncovered in July 1977, by 
Israeli intelligence agents. 
This was a plot to murder 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. 

The Israelis sent the 
complete file to Sadat. It 
contained the names and 
addresses of the gunmen 
and their arms drops in 
downtown Cairo. The 
Egyptian police quickly 
rounded them up, com-

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plete with weapons and 
secret plans. 

The evidence linked the 
plotters to the Libyan 
strongman, Col. Muam- 
mar Qaddafi. Five days 
later, the angry Sadat or- 
dered a border attack upon 
Libya. His troops and 
planes engaged the Li- 
byans in several fierce bor- 
der clashes. 

Meanwhile, the names of 
more than one prominent 
American have also turned 
up on the Palestinian death 
lists. Not long after the plot 
to assassinate Sadat, the 
Palestinians also con- 
spired to knock off the 
American ambassador to 
Cairo. 

He is a competent but 
controversial diplomat 
named Hermann Eilts. He 
stirred up a secret contro- 
versy in the State Depart- 
ment after the death of 
Spanish dictator Francisco 
Franco. Eilts cabled for 
permission to lower the 
American flag over the 
U.S. embassy in Cairo. He 
thought the United States 
should honor Franco be- 
cause Spain had repre- 
sented U.S. interests in 
Cairo during the Ameri- 
can-Egyptian diplomatic 
break following the Arab- 
Israeli war of 1967. 

The story of the plot to 
kill Eilts has been reported 
only in secret intelligence 
dispatches. A spokesman 
for the CIA refused to 
discuss the incident. The 
protection of American 
ambassadors has become 
too sensitive to talk about. 

However, we can report 
this much: The Palestini- 


ans were also behind the 
plot against Eilts. The in- 
telligence documents 
again.linked the conspira- 
tors to Libya. We took up 
both cases with Libyan 
officials, who deny any 
knowledge of the plots. 

Postal Problems: The 
Postal Service is being 
abandoned by government 
agencies and private citi- 
zens because mail delivery 
is so slow and erratic. 
Now, even the stamp col- 
lectors are abandoning the 
mails. The Postal Com- 
memorative Society sends 
its members a hard-cover 
album for mounting 
stamps — via the United 
Parcel Service.
